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Abstract 



PURPOSE:To prevent spectacles from pressing the nose part and to accelerate the blood circulation in the 
blood vessels in the rear head part by magnets so as to improve the working of the brain by providing the 
magnets to the rear side of the ears thereby shifting the centroid of the spectacles to the position behind the 
ears. 

CONSTITUTION:Mo!dings of ferrite formed to a flat cylindrical shape or the permanent magnets 4 are 
provided to the front end parts, of temples 3 mounted to a spectacle frame 2 to which lenses 1 are fitted. The 
distance from the contact 6 of the temples 3 and the ears 5 to the front centroid 7, designated as L1 f the 
weight of the centroid 7 as W1 , the distance from the contact 6 to the rear centroid 8 as L2, and the weight 
of the centroid 8 as W2 are specified to W1XL1=W2XL2 so that the equal moments are obtd. in the front 
and the rear. The bridge between the lenses of the spectacles is thereby prevented from pressing the nose 
and from being thereby loaded and since the spectacles float from the nose, the pressing of the nerves near 
the nose and the consequent headache are obviated. In addition, the magnetic forces of the magnets act on 
the neck to accelerate the blood circulation and to eliminate the stiffness, thereby increasing the blood 
circulation to the optic nerve and intensifying the eyesight. 
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
